It  had  been  my  plan  to  do  a  thorough  job  of  gravelling,  but 
as  I  was  unable  to  obtain  adequate  hand  labor,  and  lacking  the 
necessary  funds  for  hiring  a  power  shovel  due  to  the  fact  that 
just  before  I  was  ready  to  begin  gravelling  the  Selectmen  in- 
formed me  that  the  money  for  tractor  maintenance  must  come 
out  of  the  appropriation  for  highways  and  bridges,  I  had  to* 
forego  that  plan. 

Since  no  experienced  men  would  agree  to  assist  me  in  run- 
ning the  snowplow  for  fifty  cents  ($.50)  per  hour,  and  as  I  did 
not  feel  that  I  could  do  the  work  of  two  men  for  that  price,  I 
resigned  as  caretaker  of  the  snowplow,  upon  which  the  Select- 
men decided  that  I  should  be  relieved  from  the  responsibility  of 
sanding  the  roads. 

My  purpose  in  submitting  the  above  report  is  that  the 
townspeople  of  Goshen  should  have  a  true  picture  of  the  cir- 
cumstances.

ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 

Here  is  a  home  front  fight  that  everyone  can  get  into.  Last 
year  in  this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires  burned  over  4,648 
acres  of  land,  of  which  2,788  acres  were  valuable  timber  and 
young  growth.  With  available  manpower  the  lowest  of  any  year 
since  the  war  started,  you  can  help  to  keep  this  loss  down  by 
preventing  these  fires  from  starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules: 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden 
before  starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning  under 
certain  conditions  is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to  control 
your  fire — a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of  negligence 
in  case  it  gets  away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly  to  your 
forest  fire  warden.  Minutes  lost  are  acres  lost. 

4.  Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches  and 
pipes.  Smokers  caused  most  of  our  fires. 

5.  Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You  can't  feel 
safe  while  there  is  a  spark  left.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Goshen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Few  of  us  realize  how  fortunate  we  were  this  year  to  retain 
two  able,  experienced  teachers  in  our  schools.  Mrs.  Grace  Scran- 
ton  at  the  Mill  Village  School  has  an  unusually  crowded  room 
yet  the  children  are  in  good  order  and  learning  what  they  should 
learn  and  on  time,  in  fact  I  consider  it  one  of  the  best  lower 
grade  schools  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  associated  with. 
Mrs.  Arthur  Nelson  has  a  good  school  and  knows  her  work.  I 
wish  the  pupils,  some  of  them,  felt  the  responsibility  of  being 
there  at  school  every  day  when  possible.  Even  an  expert  teacher 
cannot  do  her  best  work  with  pupils  who  are  not  in  regular 
attendance.  It  is  not  fair  for  those  who  do  attend  regularly  as 
the  irregularity  of  those  who  are  out  interferes  with  the  good 
work  of  those  present. 

The  teacher  situation  is  bound  to  be  more  serious  in  this 
State  than  it  is  now.  There  are  eighteen  girls  being  prepared  to 
graduate  for  our  normal  colleges  next  spring  who  will  be  pre- 
pared to  teach  elementary  schools.  The  State  generally  absorbs 
about  one  hundred  new  teachers  each  year.  Many  of  our  married 
teachers  are  only  teaching  to  help  out  in  war  times.  There  are 
very  few  young  girls  with  the  qualities  required  for  teaching 
who  show  any  interest  in  preparing  for  this  work.  In  general, 
salaries  have  been  increased,  but  the  increases  in  most  cases 
have  not  met  the  new  national  taxes,  to  say  nothing  of  the  in- 
creases in  the  general  living. 

May  I  quote  a  paragraph  from  last  year's  report.  "It  would 
be  a  great  help  to  equalize  the  cost  of  education  in  this  state  if 
a  law  was  passed  providing  up  to  $1,500.00  for  each  district  in 
the  state  to  help  maintain  a  high  school  or  to  pay  for  the  educa- 
tion of  high  school  tuitions."  It  seems,  at  the  time  of  this  writing, 
the  present  Legislature  might  consider  legislation  along  this 
line.  Some  attempt  should  be  done  to  equalize  the  cost  of  educa- 
tion among  the  districts  according  to  their  abilities  to  pay.  Dis- 
tricts made  up  mostly  of  farms  do  not  have  increases  in  incomes 
comparable  to  the  increases  in  the  cost  of  education. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Goshen  School  Board, 
the  teachers  and  pupils  for  their  help  and  loyal  support.
